A skeleton Council met Tuesday night to take up the affairs 
of the City after electing Charles H. James mayor pro tem in the 
absence of Henry F. Korsmeicr who is away on a business trip. 
Al.so ab.sent were Councilman W. Murray Hawkins and City Atty. 
T. Guy Cornyn, who are vacationing, and City Clerk Marie Warfel 
who is on sick leave. 

The Council transacted routine business, then heard com¬ 
plaints on and promised further consideration and possible cor¬ 
rection of a drainage problem at the south end of Monterey Lane 
and of shaggy, shedding palm trees on the city parkway at 
Orange Grove and Park Avenue. 

Reviews Tree Situation 

The council Tuesday night 
rescinded its action of Sept. 22 
in which permission was grant¬ 
ed to Charles Ower, 22 West 
Carter, to remove two old pep¬ 
per trees in front of his busi¬ 
ness property at 138 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. with the stipula¬ 
tion that the trees be replaced 
with others. 

Ower reported to the council 
that one of the trees had now 
been removed and protested 
that placement of another tree 
in the spot would be as im¬ 
practical for him as the former 
situation. Councilman Charles 
E. Louk proposed the motion 
re.scinding the stipulation of 
the earlier action with the un¬ 
derstanding that no other trees 
be removed there without study 
and definite plans for replace¬ 
ment. 

Pool Decision Deferred 

The p r o p o s ed municipal 
swimming pool was brought up 
again—but briefly. City Ad¬ 
ministrator R. Merritt Baker re¬ 
ported that there have been 
some developments in the coun¬ 
cil study of site and cost an¬ 
gles but stated that there still 
are some undetermined factors. 

Councilman Harold F. Rob¬ 
erts continued on the same 
subject: 

"We haven’t been asleep on 
this but it does take time to 
get the wheels turning. We’re 
liiaving a conference Friday on 
determination of water re¬ 
sources and this report must 
be held over to the next coun¬ 
cil meeting.’’ 

The council is studying the 
relative merits of locating the 
proposed pool on city-owned 
land adjacent to the City park 
or on the City water spreading 
grounds near the eastern 
boundary of the city. 

The drainage problem on 
Monterey Lane was described 
graphically by M. Penn Phil¬ 
lips, 200 Olivers Lane, who told 
the council that two cesspools 
put in by the City when the 
street was dead-ended were 
about as effective as “tea cups’’ 
in a fast downpour, that they 
filled up in 17 minutes. He said 
that due to a brick wall built 
there recently he and a neigh¬ 
bor, R. G. Sale, 100 Monterey 
Lane, might well have to take 
to boats when the rainy season 
sets in. 

Mayor Pro Tem James as¬ 
sured the residents that, while 
he saw no easy solution, the 
City’s responsibility would be 
established after consultation 
with the city engineer and city 
attorney. The matter was held 
over to the next meeting as 
was Urich Paige’s protest about 
unsightly palm trees neair his 
home at 497 W. Orange Grove. 

The city administrator was 
authorized to employ Dorothy 
Wanda Stevens as a clerk- 
steno. Employment of James 
R. Cole as a Water department 
employe also was authorized. 


Second Claim for Damages 
Filed Against Sierra Madre 

Craft Instructor Also Named By 
Carl Calohan in Son's Park Accident 


A .second claim for damages 
has been filed against the City 
of Sierra Madre, this one in 
the amount of $41,100. The 
claimant is Carl Calohan, 240 
Mariposa, father of 6-year-old 
Christopher Calohan who was 
Injured last summer in the 
City park. 

Last week Gloria Bronte of 
Pasadena filed claim against 
the City and the Canyon pool 
managers for $45,000 damages. 
She was injured Aug. 8 in a 
diving accident at the pool. 

Craft Teacher Named 
Also named in the Calohan 


claim was Naomi Tisor, craft 
instructor for the summer rec¬ 
reational program in the park. 

Christopher's accident oc¬ 
curred on July 29 in the park 
when children gathered on the 
lawn were playing "Cannon¬ 
ball.” After being hurtled 
through the air the boy fell 
against a sprinkler head. 

The father’s claim states that 
the resulting injuries were: “A 
severe super-condylar fracture 
associated with dislocation of 
the elbow of the right (major) 
arm with a permanent disabil¬ 
ity in said right elbow in that 
he will lack full extension and 
flexion of said arm and growth 
and development of said arm.” 

Medical Costs Incurred 

The claim further states that 
the father has Incurred medical 
e.xpenses amounting to $1100 
plus other sums not ascer¬ 
tained, and that Christopher 
has been damaged to the ex¬ 
tent of $40,000. 

This claim and Miss Bronte’s 
claim, considered by the City 
council Tuesday night, have 
been referred to City Atty. T. 
Guy Cornyn for advice.

Sierra Madre News 


(Charles A. Skutt, Sierra 
Madre City school superin¬ 
tendent, and Mrs. Skutt, 
are taking a world tour. 
Printed below is the first of 
two letters the NEWS has 
received so far from the 
Skutts.—Ed. Note.) 

Yokohama, Japan 

The good freighter “Fairisle,” 
loaded wifh iron ore from the 
Campbell river, Vancouver 
Island, and cottonwood logs for 
Kobe, backed cautiously from 
its birth in Bellingham long 
after sunset. Shore lights 
glowed and were reflected like 
long candles in the dark water. 

Sad, scared, and excited, we 
stood on the flying deck with 
the whole ship and Puget Sound 
spread out below us. 

Then the fog closed in. With¬ 
out radar, with the magnetic 
compass under repair and the 
gyro-compa.ss thrown out of or¬ 
der by the iro, the pilot .spent 
an anxious night keeping us 
off the San Juan Islands. We 
circled for hours..off Port An¬ 
geles before all corrections 
could be made. 

Captain Jones was a jolly 
man and he turned his whole 
ship over to us—including his 
wife aboard (ask Jack Miller 
about this!) and some mission- 
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records, phonograph and coke 
supply. 

He insisted the company 
turned all its old ships over to 
him for repairs and rebuilding 
(if possible). He told us to set 
our clocks back an hour every 
other night or so. And one 
Tuesday he said, “This is Wed¬ 
nesday, Sept. 9—date line, you 
know,” so a day was lost out 
of our lives forever. 

There were a dentist and his 
aries returning to Japan. An 
ex-ship’s navigator and a radio 
operator complete the list. The 
latter was especially helpful in 
interpreting the signals to our 
boat as we neared Yokohama 
harbor. We waited our turn 
with three other ships to be 
allowed passage through the 
submarine nets which are 
strung clear across the mouth 
of the bay and closed every 
night at 7 o’clock. 

Four vessels came out of the 
harbor while we waited! Yoko¬ 
hama is one of the world’s 
busiest ports. 

Once inside the mate sent up 
a flare to summon a pilot to 
get Us past the breakwater and 
into a berth still some miles 
away. The beacon light on 
Yokohama bluff signaled a 
quarantine for the night so we 
had to drop anchor Immedi-

Source ol Energy 

It was found that these barak- 
fasts keep the blood sugar level 
(the body’s source of energy) 
high enough to ward off the 
prc-lunch slump that is so 
common an experience, where¬ 
as, a low blood sugar level 
often results in weakness, diz¬ 
ziness or fatigue and encour¬ 
ages the habit of between-meal 
snacks. 

A good breakfa.st is also eco-- 
nomical. The amount of money 
spent on a hasty pick-up 
breakfa.st of coffee and dough¬ 
nuts and the like, supplement¬ 
ed by a mid-morning snack, 
adds up to a greater cash out¬ 
lay than the expenditure need¬ 
ed for a good breakfa.st pre¬ 
pared at home. 

Advice to Dieters 

Weight-watchers would do 
well to remember that food 
eaten early in the day after an 
overnight fast is put right to 
work by the body. It is ab¬ 
sorbed and digested during the 
most active daytime hours and 
\s therefore less likely to be 
stored as fat. 

A good breakfast is aiso 
worth the time needed to eat it 
properly and, to got the most 
out of it, it should be eaten in 
relaxed comfort. For both 
young and old, it is one of the 
pleasanter ways to better 
health.

M.D. Stresses 
Importance of 
Morning Meal

One of the best health habits 
that any individual can de¬ 
velop is that of eating a good 
breakfast. An abundance of 
nutritional research shows that, 
among other benefits, an ade¬ 
quate meal at the beginning of 
the day gives a person greater 
stamina and makes him more 
alert. It also enables him to 
feel better and look better and, 
comfortably bolstered with the 
proper food, he is also better 
able to meet whatever prob¬ 
lems the day might bring. Nev¬ 
ertheless, in spite of ail this, 
breakfast is the most neglected 
meal of the day. 

Trading breakfa.st for a few 
extra minutes in bod is a bad 
bargain. Although hunger may 
not be felt in the early part of 
the day, the hidden hunger 
within the body makes it.self 
evident by such signs as fa¬ 
tigue, irritability, duliness, ner¬ 
vousness, headaches, or inat¬ 
tention. 

May Affect Grades 

In school children—and teen¬ 
agers are the worst offenders of 
all—this often results in poor 
grades, while in adults it in¬ 
creases the number of acci¬ 
dents on the highway and at 
work. In general, the lack of 
an adequate breakfast tends to 
make the individual less effi¬ 
cient in whatever he has to do. 

Nutritionists tell us that the 
breakfast meal should supply 
in the neighborhood of one 
quarter of the day’s total num¬ 
ber of calories. In one project, 
conducted among medical stu¬ 
dents, two typical breakfasts 
were found effective in sup¬ 
plying the body’s food require¬ 
ments. One consisted of fruit 
or juice—citrus or tomato— 
whole grain cereal with milk, 
bread and butter, with a bev¬ 
erage—coffee, tea or milk. In
